REMARKS 



The examiner has rejected claims 37-40, 43, and 48 under 35 U.S.C. 102 over O' Bryan. 
Applicants respectfully assert that this ground of rejection is improper since this reference 
is not available as prior art. The present application has a priority date of July 31,1 998 
since it claims priority to Provisional Application Serial No. 60/094,746 filed on that 
date. However, the O'Bryan reference has an effective filing date from its parent 
application of February 1, 1999. Thus, since the priority date of the present application 
(July 31, 1998) pre-dates the filing date of O'Bryan (February 1, 1999), O'Bryan is not 
available as prior art against the present application, and this ground of rejection should 
be withdrawn.
